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. oa HO’ as Bankrupts and Infulvents 
ere . are Manag'din England, they are 
om become the Nations Grievance, 
yet they ought not to be Excluded from 
being the Nations Care ; the Miferable 
area Rent Charge uponthe Government, 
which they cannot in Juftice Abandon ; 
~ and I cannot but think, that ’cis an Error 
- in the Morality of our Publick Conduét, 
‘rather to Study Punifhmenct than Preven- 
~ tion. 
‘The State of onr Cafe in T'rade, is pe- 
culiar, and different from all manner of 
Criminal Cafes inthe Nation ; befides in 
— Murtheis, Felonies, and fuch Eruptions of 
- Crime, the Law has nothing to do but to 
~ Contrive Punifhments, and the Government 
nothings, to do but to Execute. 
- But inthe Cafe of Bankrupts, the Law 
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is, or in Juftice ought to be (6 Direéted; as. 
to prevent the Evil, as well as Punifh it s. 
and I cannot but ftill infift upon it, that 
the Matter of Infolvency, might ealily be: 
brought to fuch a State in England, as 
that it might without Cruelty, be made 
Felony for any Man to Break. 

If J were to run through the BGnite 
Mazes of a Bankrupt, before he comes‘to the 
Grifis; what Shifts, what Turnings, and 
Windingsin Trade, to fupport his Dying 
Credit; what Buying of one, toraife Money 
to Pay another 5. What Difcounting of Bills, . 
Pledgings and Pawnings ; what Selling to: 
Lois for prefent Supply; What Strange 
and Wnaccountable Methods, to buoy up 
finking Credit ! 

What Agonies of Mind, does the Di- 
firefs’d Mradefinen go thro’, I Appeal 
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thofe Gentlemen, that have gone thorough 
the Labyrinths, and Entangled in the Toy! 
of failing Credit, have ftruggl’d themfelves 
out of Breath, and at laft like a Deer, 
hunted down, are driven to ftand at bay 
with the World! - 

What Miferable Uneafineffes, do Men ot 
Trade go thorough, when once their Stocks 
grow too Weak, and their Credit too 
Low for the Fluod of Demand! What 
conftant Care Oppreffes the Minds of 
Tradefmen to Comply witlr Payments, to 
Anfwer Bills ; what Confederacies one with 
another, tu pals Bills for one another ; ac- 
cept fham Notes, Draw and Remit, Remit 
and Re-draw, things which, likea flow 
Poifon, Infallivly Deitroy the Vitals of the 
Tradefinan 5 the Man fees himfelf Dedj- 
ning, but Mepes as long as any Life fe- 
“mains, and ftruggles to the fait. 

The Extremities Encreafe, and by con- 
fequence, his Meafures are Extended ;
